Harrisburg, Oct. 24— (JP) — 


Liquor prices in Pennsylvania will 
go up an average of 43 cents a 
"fifth", starting Nov. 1. 
., ^The. price hike is in line with a 
new boost in federal liquor taxes. 


The State Liquor Control Board 


said today the tax increase will 
force a price raise of 28 cents a 
pint or 43 cents a four-fifth quart 
for average blended whiskies. 


Most Canadian whiskies will go 


up about 49 cents a bottle, the 
board estimated, and bourbons, de- 
pending on' the proof, from 43 to 
49 cents. 


The new federal tax increase is 


at the rate of $1.50 per proof gal- 
lon of whiskey and from 2 to 7 
cents a gallon on wines, depend- 
ing on alcoholic content. Beer also 
goes up from $7. to/?8 a barrel 
(31 gallons). 


The board said wine prices will 


rise about 2 cents a quart, but 
added there is some speculation 
that wine vendors may choose to 
absorb the added cost themselves. 


The price increase will be put 


in.to effect in all state stores on 
Nov. 1, the effective date of the 
new tax increase, the board said. 


Beer interests were reported to- 


day to be seeking a decision from 
the Office of Price Stabilization as 
to who will pay the additional 
beer tax. A spokesman said the 
federal agency will have to rule 
on .whether the manufacturer, the 
distributor or retail customer must 
shoulder the tax increase.

1. Decide what place in your 


home or apartment is safest and 
best'to store foods, cool, dry place 
is desirable—a cellar or basement 
if it is dry.

foods your family likes and that 
fit their needs. 
Food provided 


should include liquids, good nour- 
ishment, and be easy to digest. 
Store in a covered box for protec- 
tion. It should be easily acces- 
sible so that supplies may be' ro- 
tated and thus kept fresh—and 
so that the box could be easily 
ti ansported. 


3. Buy or store food -in the 


size of can or containers that -will 
be needed for' one meal. It might 
not be safe to use left-overs. (Ster- 
ilized empty glass jars with a 
tight fitting cover would help to 
protect left over food from opened 
tin cans.— 


4. Select food in tin cans if pos- 


sible. 
Glass containers are more 


apt to be broken. Home canned 
foods such as fruits, vegetables, 
soups, fruit juices, jams, jellies 
can be used in your plan. But do 
not rely entirely on food in glass 
containers. 


5. Store some sugar, tea or-cof- 


fee in small jars or tins. Some 
families will also need or wish to 
store ready to eat cereals, and 
possibly some crackers or cookies. 
Keep these foods in tightly sealed 
packages and in a tin' box or can. 
Use these foods, except the.sugar, 
every two or three weeks. Then 
replace them. 
This will prevent 


their becoming stale and will also 


prevent food waste. 


6. Use and replace all other 


stored items with fresh stock ev- 
ery th.ree to six months for best 
flavor and to prevent waste. Some 
members of the family, should 
make this his regular responsi- 
bility. 


7. Consider the seasoning and 


flavors your family likes. Provide 
for the ones most desirable, such 
as those listed in the suggestions 
for the box. 


8. Store a supply of water (1 to 


2 gallons per person) in glass or 
tin. 
Keep in cool place. Before 


storage, sterilize water by boiling 
twenty minutes and put it at once 
in a sterilized container. 
Seal. 


Replace this water at least once 
every three months.

As a result 
of this latest decrease, the total 
number of persons receiving public 
assistance in the state Is down to 
261,757—the smallest number on 
the rolls since May, 1946, more 
than five years ago. The 261,757

IS MR. WARREN, JR., TOO BUSY? 


From out the heart of one individual came words 


last night which fitted right comfortably on the 
lips of many who heard what he said. 


It was all informal, as many good things are. 


Various club and civic representatives had met and 
dined with a teachers' group named to formulate 
plans for American Education Week. The chairman 
called for comments on the well--planned work budget 
for the Week, November 11-17, and came 'round to 
Dr. Robert S. Steen, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, whom we believe is just at that point in his 
span of years when he finds himself able to under- 
stand the problems of the elderly, the questions which 
perplex the middle-aged, and to deal sympathetically 
with the multitude of woes confronting the so-called 
younger generation. 


Dr. Steen tipped his chair back to a comfortable 


angle, and, just conversationally, said he wondered if 
the young people of Warren weren't "too busy" out- 
side school hours. He said he didn't propose to pass 
the problem on to the group in session last night, 
but said he felt there is a need in the community for 
"an over-all picture of these activities" from the in- 
dividual standpoint of the youth. 
Dr. Steen very 


. emphatically declared that he is for all of them 
' meaning the activities 
but is not in favor of 


any one young American participating in too many 
of them for his own good. 


"Every child should have time to himself, time 


which is absolutely his own to use as he sees fit," said 
Dr. Steen. "He should have time to do reading select- 
ed by himself, he should have time to go into the 
Pennsylvania woods, hike, hunt^pr just wander about, 
and he should have time to waste if he wants to 
waste it." 


You could have heard a pin drop while Dr. Steen 


talked. 


He maintained that it would be better for young 


Master Warren to do one thing well, to conduct his 
activities in one organization in a manner which 
would profit himself and that organization, rather 
than do a haphazard job in several organizations or 
extra curricular activity clubs. 


This plan of action is not new to the Warren 


"school system. Every club office is considered a ma- 
jor activity and one student cannot hold two such 
responsibilities. 


Dr. Steen's conversational trend started several 


Warren fathers to think along new lines, last night, 
and it is quite likely you will hear more of this 
tentative plan.

HUNT SAFELY. RETURN SAFELY 


With the small game hunting season swinging 


into high gear in Pennsylvania on Nov. 1, Game 
Protector Dave Titus today called on all persons to 
hunt safely. 


He pointed out that last hunting season in Penn- 


sylvania, 16 persons were killed and 449 were injured 
in shooting mishaps. Many of these casualties oc- 
curred through inexperience, lack of knowledge and 
carelessness in handling of firearms. 


The beginner and novice should first become 


schooled in the safe handling of his gun and later 
learn the technique of hunting. For protection, a 
hunter should wear bright red or some other distinc- 
tive coloring while hunting. 


"Don't be indifferent to your own safety or that of 


the other person," Titus said. "A moment of care- 
lessness can result in a life of sorrow and regret." 


The sport of hunting as a recreation is a wonderful 


tonic for both health and happiness when safely 
pursued, but no piece of game is worth the risk of 
being shot, or the loss of an eye, an arm, a leg 
or a life. Play it safe, hunt carefully, don't rush. 
and make sure of your target before you shoot. 


Remember: Don't let your enthusiasm upset your 


sound judgment. 
You owe it to yourself and the 


sport to hunt safely and return safely.

WASHINGTON COLUMN * 
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Figures on Congress' Budget 
'Economy' May Be Deceiving

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—It will be some weeks or months after 
>v Congress packs up ana'goes home before Bureau of the Budget 
will be able to give any idea of just how much economizing—if any— 
was done this session. Every paragraph of every appropriation bill 
has to be studied carefully to see' -whether it provides for a real sav- 
ing, or merely deferred spending. 


If it's the latter, a supplemental appropriation bill wfll have to be 


introduced in the first six months of next year. 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce has Just put out an estimate that 


money bills passed by Congress "this year" will be $12 billion under 
original requests made by the .President. This figure sounds awfully 
good, but has to be carefully explained. 


To get this estimate, George Smith, the U. S. Chamber's govern- 


ment-spending watchdog, added all the money requests mentioned 
by President Truman thus far in the calendar year 1951. 


The total came'to $105 billion. Some of these ideas were never 


more than a gleam in the Presidential eye, and were never presented 
to Congress as requests for the full amount. 


Anyway, for all these items, Congress appropriated $93 billion, 


according to Mr. Smith's figures. Of the $12 billion "saving," he 
credits $4 billion to Congressional action, $8 billion to action by the 
President cutting back on his own first estimates. 
TN his budget message to Congress in January, 1950, President 
x Truman asked originally for $45 billion. Along came the Korean 
War. 
By January, 1951, Congress had appropriated $81 billion. This 


obviously wasn't very good economizing. 


In his January, 1951, budget message, the President asked for 


$71 bilhon. In June, Asst. Budget Director Elmer Staats was able to 
tell Congress this would be cut back by the President to a minimum 
of $58 billion. This is money to be spent this fiscal year. 


If the new tax bill raises only an additional $2.5 billion, on top of 


estimated present taxes of $58.5 billion for a total of $61 billion, it 
Will leave the government $7 billion in the red next June 30. 


Authorization requests transmitted to Congress for this fiscal 


year now total $95 billion. The President's budget message estimated 
requests would total $98.5. But moif requests are to come. 


In all, Department of Defense expects to ask for between $5 billion 


and $10 billion extra next year, on top of the indicated $55 billion in 
the regular appropriation bill. Congress did order a 2% per cent 
cut on all military spending items, to save $1.5 billion. 
TfALSE economy cuts of this kind appear all through the appropria- 
* tion bills. For instance, on the new Savannah River hydrogen 
bomb materials plant, Congress cut a request for $484 million con* 
struction funds to $284 million. But the $200 million "saving" will 
have to be voted later, or else construction stops. 


In spite of these somewhat misleading cuts in the budget for this 


year, as it now stands, Congress did effect economies of about five 
per cent of total authorizations. The indicated savings will be in the 
nature of $3.5 billion, with action on several money bills still in- 
completed. 


This is about half of the ten per cent, or $7 billion cut which 


Virginia Senator Harry F. Byrd and other leading government 
economizers set out to accomplish at the beginning of the year. 


Among the major cuts were $400 million off Veterans' Administra- 


tion. Public roads construction was cut back $100 million. The 
President's $400 million flood-relief bill was cut to $113 million. 


Perhaps the greatest battler for economy in this Congress was 


Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois. He proposed cuts on individual 
items- totaling over $700 million. But all he could .put over was

CHICAGO— (NBA)—The McHugh case at Illinois may lead to vastly 


more power for Commissioner Kenneth L. Wilson, of the West- 


ern Conference. 


The result could even be a new czar for the Big 10. 


- Michigan's Prof. Halpb Aigler, chairman of the roles eosunittee, 
and Indiana's John F. Mee are two faculty representatives known to 
be probing the highly unusual methods by which Timothy Thomas 
McHugh, who did not-complete his junior year in high school, sudden- 
ly became a Phi Beta Kappa left halfback at Illinois. 


There is no question but that this is an outstanding Instance of a 


big-time university going "out-of-bounds to land a star for its pres- 
sure football. 


Young McKugh finished the regular school year at Chicago's Mount 


Carmel High last June, but did not obtain his full credits for the- first 
three years. He failed in his last-semester examination in mathematics. 


Yet only a few days later, .after brief tutoring, McHugh was smart 


enough to hold Shelley in his hand and make up the units he lacked 
in taking the entrance examinations at Illinois. The examinations were 
held'in mid-June.

No mention was made of the fact rhat McHugh was the best and 


all-state back on the Chicago interieague prep champions. 
«TF his IQ tests v/ere so good at Illinois," asks Indiana Old Blue 


•*- Lindsey, "why could he ^t graduate from Mount Carmel High? 
"And 
v.-hy did not Notre Dame accept him under the conditions 
imposed at Illinois?" 


Obviously boys generally would not be admitted at Illinois, or any 


conference school, minus credits. Possibly some schools might admit 
a man cf 21 by special regulations, but McHugh was 20.

water, make some provisions for 
heating food other than by gas 
or electricity.

burning coal or wood—with fuel 
for their operation for several 
days—can be a source of heat in 
many homes. 


10. For cooking and serving 


food provide: Pans—one or two for 
heating food; matches in a closed 
metal container; can opener; table- 
spoon—for stirring food; paper or 
plastic plates and cups; paper, 
plastic, or metal forks; paper 
or metal teaspoons; metal knives 
—if necessary.
